John H. Cockrum, assistant general at-
torney of the Erie & Western, left
yesterday on his vacation of two weeks,
lie Is accompanied by his wife, and goes
first to Chattanooga, Tenn.

The business of the St. Joseph division
of the Vandalla, the last summer, has been
the heaviest since the extension was
opened. Travel to Lake Maxlnkuckee was
heavier than any former summer.

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois earned,
in August. $371,118. aganist $337,140. in 1893,
and against $400,273, in August, 1S92. Since
July 1 the road's earnings drop below those
of last year's corresponding period $179,309.

Four of the Class X engines, built at the
Fort Wayne shops, to be run on the moun-
tain division of the Pennsylvania, have
been sent West, after two yi-ar- s service
on the mountains, to haul the fast stock
and dressed-mea- t trains on the Chicago di-
visions.

Robert Fleming, wno has been identified
with the Wanta Fe lines for some years, is
now in London, and he tells the friends of
the property that it will be one year and
possibly two, before a reorganization can
be perfected and the road taken out of
the hands of receivers.

So heavy is travel eastward that the
Pennsylvania Company has the last ten
days hauled an extra day coach on Train
20 from Indianapolis to Pittsburg, and will
continue to do so If travel justifies. With
an additional coach it Is close work to
make the time, so fast is Train 20 sched-
uled.

In August, lSyj. the expenses of the
Union Hallway Company and Helt road
were $16,853, the company employing 325
men.

know the cost of repairs to cars per
month. On a system like the Hig Four
from OX) to 700 cars are delivered at theshops for repairs per day, and usually
about that number taken away repaired.
On some the repairs are slight, while on
others the car ls practically rebuilt.

PAYlMv AMI WEEKS, TWO STRIK-
ERS, RELEASER II V JIDGE RAKER.

Fines Remitted In Other Cuhcm Suit
Against the Chlciigu A; East-

ern Illinois Jlotitl.

Raker, of the United States court,(Judge
with federal offenders yes

terday. The day was devoted to the dis-
posal of a number of contempt cases which
have been pending plnce the close of the
Debs strike. The case of Charles A.
Payunk, one of the federal injunction vio-
lators, has attracted much attention.
Payunk was arrested at Hammond on July
8 by the United States troop3. He was
taken to Chicago, confined for several
weeks and then brought here and turned
over "to the United States marshal. The
government had placed two charges against
him, that of conspiring with others to ob-
struct tho United States mails and of vio-
lating Judge Woods's Injunction. He was
defended by Charles Knott?, a Hammond
attorney, who claimed that his client had
been mistaken for another man.

The chief witness against Payunk was
engineer Hall, of the lonon railroad, who
testified to seeing the prisoner at the head
of a mob during the strike. It was Hall
who pointed Payunk out to the federal
troops, and he insisted that he had not
been mistaken. The defense contended that
Payunk had been confused with a man
named Stewart, to whom he bore a start-
ling resemblance. E. C. Field, general
counsel for the Monon, corroborated the
statement of engineer Hall. Ed Weeks,
another Hammond citizen, who has for
two weeks been confined in the county Jail,
was tried with Payunk. Weeks was ar-
rested on information filed by the Monon
railroad. It was claimed that he was in-

strumental In preventing a Monon engineer
from taking on a supply of water at Ham-
mond. The court, in summing up the evi-
dence against Payunk and Weeks, decided
that, technically, both men were guilty, but
he doubted if it would be wise to send them
back to Jail. Payunk, he said, had already
spent three months in the jail, and the
court thought that he had perhaps come
to realize the Importance of respecting the
laws of the United States government.
Judge Raker, after rehearsing the evidence,
called both, prisoners before him. He in-

formed them that they were at liberty to
return to their homes, but he wanted it.
understood that the actions of both would
hereafter be watched by the government.
If they decided to live like law-abidi- ng

citizens they would not again be molested,
but at the slightest indication of trampling
upon the federal laws or of further violat-
ing the Injunction they would be brought
back and punished.

At the conclusion of the court's remarks,
attorney Knotts asked that the four other
Hammond prisoners confined in the Jail be
released. He said that all had opportuni-
ties of securing employment and were will-
ing to accept freedom on their good be-
havior for life. The four prisoners were'
Charles Merryweather, Phillip Haxell. M.
McGregor and W. J. Kramer. Merry-'- ;
weather and Haxell were tried last Week
and given Jail sentences, with fines. Judge
Raker announced that they must serve out
the sentence, but said that the fines wojM
be remitted. The cases of McGregor and
Kramer he took under advisement.

James McCune and Patrick Griffin, who
were brought from Hammond six werks
ago, were taken into court and arraigned
oh the charge-o- f contempt. There was evi-
dence that they were only spectators of
the Hammond riots and the cases against
them were dismissed.

PATROLMAN Glll'niIS'S ASSAILANT.

John Hnlen Sentenced to Peniten-
tiary for Five Years. !

A jury in the Criminal Court yesterday,
found John Sullivan guilty of burglary and
Ietit larceny and administered a workhousi?
sentence of nine months. Frank Sumner
pleaded guilty to two Indictments for grand
larceny and will have to serve out seven
years' punishment.

John Hulen was sent to the p?nltentiarv
for a term of five years on his plea of
guilty to the charge of stealing a hack ami
team from Horace Wood's livery stable.
Hulen was before the grand Jury four
months ago during the investigation of thIjou Parson murder. Later he distinguished
himself by firing a pistol at patrolman
Grubbs In the Jail yard.

Suit of the State Against Chicago &
Eastern Illinois Road.

The case of the State of Indiana against
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad
Company is being heard In the Circuit
Court before Judge Davis, jf the Appellate
Court. The StaU beganj proceedings
against the road to collect a fee of $23,000,
which It ls claimed Is due for recording the
road's articles of consolidation. The' de-
fense Is being conducted by attorney A. C.
Harris. It is claimed that the articleswpr rot really filed but were withdrawn
when the railway company learned that It
would le compelled to pay an enormous
fee. It ls also contended that the Statute
of Indiana does not require a railroad com-
pany to flit papers of that description, and
that conceding this a necessary formality,
there is no provision for a fee in the clause
covering the Incorporation of railroads.
Attorney-gener- al Smith, Leon Ralley and
W. A. Ketcham are prosecuting the claim
of the State.

WESTERN" I'XIOX'S FIGHT.

Temporary Injunction Against Audi-
tor Henderson in Its Tax Case.

J. O. Henderson. Auditor of State, has
been served with a notice from the United
States District Court restraining him from
certifying to county auditors the valuation
assessed by the State Hoard of Tax Com-
missioners against the property of the
Western Union Telegraph Company. The

This
ossessment. the complaint holds, is in vio-
lation of Section 3. Article 1, of the Con-
stitution of Indiana, because It attempts
to depute a legislative power to the State
Hoard of Tax Commissioners. This power,
it avers, can only be exercised by the
General Assembly. The order of the court
Is made returnable on Sept. 17.

The autumnal signs of the woods are si-

lence and the absence of blossoms, together
with a manifest thinning of the leafy roof,
so that the sunlignt rains through and long
vistas are opened up. The woods enjoy
scarce seven weeks of full summer. It ls
past the middle of June before the leafy
thatch has reached Its thickest, and close
observers note the thinning early in Au-
gust. The birds are still and few, and
even those living voices of the woods, the
brooks, are sHent from the drought, though
they revived for a short season here and
there after the light rains of some weeks
since. There are great bare brown spaces,
oval and circular basins here and there,
deep with the leaf mould of unmeasured
autumns, and ordinarily filled with tan-cclor- ed

water. This long since oozed or
evaporated away, and the over-ric- h soil
has not clothed itself with verdure.

Clone from the woods is that warm damp
midsummer smell, languorous, sensuous and
suggestive. Autumn-lik- e winds have swept
through the leafy aisles and carried be-
fore them this hot tropical breath so
strangely out of keeping with the temper-
ate zone.

Not yet has it been replaced by that
most elusive and delightful odor that pre-
cedes and suggests the falling of the leaves,
that delicate scent which, coming to the
nostrils of him who knows Its meaning,
brings straight before his eyes the new-lai- d

russet woodland carpet, the mellow au-
tumn sunlight warm aslant the wood, the
glint of many spider webs, the musical
rustle of the fallen leaves beneath the
feet and the frosty touch of the October
wind.
